Captain Friis of the barque Almatia, Cap- 
tain Raymur, Pilot McKionon, With otber 
gentlemen arrived in town yesterday after- 
noog Overland from Oak Bay, where they 
had been Janded from the steamer Maude. 
From the Mastr of the Almatia we get the 
following account of the loss of the Almatia, 
which vessel hes only jost been repaired at 
this port, after her di-aster a few months 
siner, at an expenge of over twelve thonsand 
dollars. At balf-past two p w., on Sstur- 
day, the vesa:] with 303,000 feet of lumber 
on board, bound for Me!bourne, left Burrard 
Inlet ia tow of the stesmer Maude, the Alma- 
tia being in charge of Captain McKionon, 
The tow acrose the Galf was made all right, 
the vessel and st-amer errived rt to Plum. 
per’s Pass at midnight. Captain Holmes of 
the Maude, it epnears, mistook jhe aortberu 
end of Gossett (7) Island, for thy Pass, conse- 
quently towing the barqueashore, The 
st-amer succeeded in party getting her off 
again, however, but through the mismanage- 
ment of the crew, mo tly Indians, the bridle 
line got foul of the steamer's wheel. during 
which time and when trving to clear herself, 
the Almatia got ashore a second time, and 
the tide falling it was f und impossible to ge 
her off. At nine o'clock yesterday 
morning the vessel had sustained no burt. 
nor bad she made any water, but a heavy 
swell setting down the Galf of Georgia, cast 
the barque on the rocks, bilging her. When

4 Bride Shot. 
A Richwond, Virginia, diapatch says: 
‘Lam receipt ofa dispatch from Fayette 
County, West Viginia, which states that a 
most shocking outrage and terrible tragedy 
occurred in the neighbournood of Mountain 
Cave, in that county, a few nights since. 
Nearly eighteen months ago the people of 
the same county were shocked by a fatal 
affray, which took place near the same local- 
ity between two citizens, named Jobo O'Cule- 
maan and Madisoa Neal. ia which the latter 
was killed. It is uufortunat-ly my duty now 
to record the murder of a sister of Madison 
Neal, not more than one-half mile from the 
spet where ber brother was sent, without 
waroing, itan untime'y grave.
